REMARKS 


The present Amendment cancels claims 1-6, amends claims 7-9 and adds 
new claim 10. Therefore, the present application has pending claims 7-10.

Applicants to elect one of the alleged inventions. 

In response to the restriction requirement Applicants hereby elect without 
traverse invention Group II, claims 7-9 for further prosecution on the merits.
